Snowmobile Group Fails Mousewives learn many useful 
hints at pollution Bee-in 


In Bid For $950 Gaim 


The St, Albert Snowmo- 
bile Association presented 
a brief to a six member 
committee of council Mon- 
day in an attempt to ree 
cover $950 in expenses in- 
curred while the association 
was attempting to function 
before council ratified bylaw 
7/73 February 19, Councill- 
or J, Bakker was absent, 
Present from the associa- 
tion were president Dr, 
Elder Thomas, secretary, 
Mrs, Barbara Semotiuk and 
treasurer, William Ander- 
son, 

The brief inessence poin- 
ted out tocommittee of coun- 
cil that between January 2, 
1973 and Monday, February 
19th, the St. Albert Snow- 
mobile Association accom- 
plished a great amount of 
work along with improving 
the snowmobiler’s image in 
St, Albert, During this same 
time, the brief explains, 
signs were made and erece 
ted, safety patrol bibs were 
purchased, identification 
numbers stocked and a 
considerable amount of pub- 
licity was made. 

The Snowmobile Associa» 
tion, in its brief continues 
by saying: ‘‘Councillors, in 
order to carry out the pled- 
ges made in our January 6, 
1973 brief, an expenditure 
of $950 was necessary,” 

“On February 19, 1973 
a bylaw was passed which 
banned snowmobiles from 
the river. No notification 
of this intent was given to 
» the St. Albert Snowmobile 
Association either verbally 
or in writing. We feel that 
council has let us down bade 
ly and has put the St, Albert 
Snowmobile Association in 
an untenable situation, We 
therefore ask that council 
reimburse the Snowmobile 
Association for the monies 
spent in purchasing identi- 
fication numbers, signs, 
safety patrol bibs, etc. If 
council does not do this, 
then the four members of 
the executive will have to 
accept responsibility for the 
debts incurred and pay it 
out of their own pockets," 

“Councillors, we have 
gone ahead in good faith to 
establish the Snowmobile 
Association so that the proe 
blems which existed between 
the town and the snowmo- 


bilers could be worked out, 
and if not solved, at least 
minimized, In the short time 
that the association has ex- 
isted, the performance of 
the snowmobilers has been 
very good, We think that you 
will agree, ’’ 

The fourth and final page 
of the brief brought to com- 
mittee of council the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

1, Under present legisla- 
tion, a snowmobile is allow 
ed to drive on the streets of 
St. Albert to get to a field 
or to the lake outside of 
town limits, 

Corporate limits of the 
town are changing to some 
degree as construction pro= 
ceeds on annexed land, The 
distance that a snowmobile 
travels on the road is now 
greatly increased because 
of the above factors, This 
raises the risk of danger 
to the snowmobiler. 

2, We have a natural ac- 
cess route which binds all 
sections of the town together 
i.e, the Sturgeon River, As 
it stands now, a snowmo- 
bile cannot enter onto the 
river at any point within 
the corporate limits, The 
western boundary is by the 
sewage lagoons, The cleare 
ed portion of the river for 
skating is east of the raile 
road trestle, Why are snow- 
mobiles not allowed points 
of entry west of the trestle, 
There is an unloading zone 
for trailers there now i.e, 
the area where the town 
dumps its snow. Should 
town council decide to ban 
snowmobiles off the roads 
at some time, this area 
could still be used as apoint 
of entry. 

3, As we understand it, 
snowmobiles are banned 
from using the river be- 
cause of the safety factor 
involving the skaters, Ifthis 
is in fact true, and the 
noise and speeding factor 
did not enter into the de- 
cision, then we have a pro= 
posal for protecting the ska- 
ters, Instead of clearing the 
river as it is now, start at 
Highway 2 and clear east- 
ward approximately to the 
greenhouses, 

Snowmobiles can obtain 
permission to travel on the 
slough bottom on the north- 
ern side of the river, The 


machines would not be on 
the river at all, and there 
would be a distance of sev=- 
eral hundred feet between 
the machines and the skat- 
ers, This area would be 
marked and if necessary, 
a path roped off. If this is 
at all feasible to council, 
we would be happy to go 
into further depth on it, 

After councillor’s diges- 
ted the four-page brief, 
Mayor Ray Gibbon was first 
to come forth with a re- 
commendation that snow- 
mobiles be granted access 
to the Sturgeon River on a 
controlled basis, This re- 
solution was killed 3 - 3 
with councillors de Bruijn 
and Hudson voting with May= 
or Gibbon, 

In the wake of this de- 
feat, Mayor Gibbon tried 
again, this time with a re- 
commendation that the 
Snowmobile Association be 
refunded the full $950 as 
claimed, Before a vote was 
taken, Councillor Lukay 
proposed an amendment, 
that only that portion of the 
$950 involving costs of the 
river signs be paid for by 
the town, The vote on the 
amendment was defeated 
3 = 3 and so was the orig- 
inal recommendation, 

This left the snowmobil- 
ers with their debt as they 
walked out of council chame 
bers.

Patients will be treated 
with an ‘eye opener’ at 7:30 
a.m., followed by a ‘western

Albert girl protested the 
discrimination against girls 
by the DND regarding spone-

Following is the text of 
Mr, Richardson’s reply to 
Mr, Lambert:
